Governor Orders all Charges 


To be Carefully 


Probed. 


COURTMARTIALS ON TAP 


IrregularitiesCharged Against 


Many High in 


Rank. 


(By Telegraph to The 


Denver, Oct 7.—Persistent rumors 


of scandals involving prominent offi- 
cers of the Colorado National Guard 
resulting from the Cripple Creek cam- 
paign, 
during the recent miners' 


strike, has called forth a statement 
from Governor Peabody. 


The governor said: 
Charge* and specifications ajralnst cer- 
tain men and officers in the Colorado Na- 
tional guard litre been filed with me 
•which will be Immediately inquired Into. 
They are charges of a most serious nature 
and I shall order a couronartial to inves- 
tigate them thoroughly. The charges filed 
with me will be probed to the very bot- 
tom, and any one 
found 
guilty of the 


.charges made, no matter who he is. wll! 
not be permitted to escape punishment, 
no matter whether it is an oflicer of the 
highest rani or a private without rank. 


Among the charges to be investi- 


gated are said to be padded payrolls; 
the employment of superfluous gener- 
als and colonels, who draw the salary 
of their rank but who performed ser- 
geants' duties; general extravagance 
In the purchase* of supplies for the 
commissary department; the charge 
that certain officers have been secur- 
ing a "rake-off" from contractors; the 
Issuance by wholesale of transporta- 
tion between Cripple Creek and Den- 
ver to officers and enlisted men. their 
families and friends, and charging the 
same to the state; the charge that the 
bookkeeping of the canjp is kept in 
such a way as to admit .of grafting; 
the surreptitious raising of men with 
a "pull" .from noncgnmiissloned offi- 
cers to captains, majors and'colonels; 
the erection of quarters for each colo- 
nel, thus involving the state in a 
heavy' but 
practically needless ex- 


pense; the purchase of spoiled beef 
for the enlisted men at exorbitant 
prices, and carelessness and reckless- 
ness in the handling of finances that 
Is said to be appalling. 


The governor declined to give the 


names of any of those against whom 
charges have been made, but it is un- 
derstood that Adjutant General Sher-

General Chase's adjutant, and perhaps 
others have been ordered to Denver 
at once, though whether to stand trial 
or to appear as witnesses Is not posi- 
tively known.

During the latter part of his illness 
numerous messages of inquiry were 
recieved from former President Cleve- 
land and members of the cabinet in 
which Mr. Bissell served as postmas- 
ter general.

dom Relies on America's 


Moral Support.

Yokohama, Oct. 7.—-The eyes or 


Japan are turned toward Manchuria 
with the approach of Oct. 8, the date, 
for the evacuation by Russia of Man- 
churia. Numerous conferences bar* 
been held and, while the diplomats 
are hopeful of a peaceful solution of 
the matter, Japan does not cease to 
prepare for hostilities. 


The Japanese statesmen remain 


calm. Japan apparently considers her- 
self capable of dealing with Russia 
tingle-handed. It Is true that Eng- 
land Is supporting Japan strongly at 
Peking and Seoul. Korea, but It; ta 
Bought here that England and Frano* 
desire peace at any price. Germany 
s ostensibly neutral. The United* 
States Is chiefly concerned In her com- 
mercial treaty with China, to b* 
signed Oct. 8. but the Japanese press 
claims that America Is ready to yield 
Japan 
her 
strong 
moral support 


against any unfair encroachments. 


Great tension is observed among tn* 


Japanese populace, but in diplomatic 
Quarters It Is reaffirmed that hopeful- 
ness prevails of an amicable settle*, 
ment of the Imbroglio between Russia 
and Japan on the basis of minor coa* 
cessions by Russia in Korea and Man-. 
churla, though offlcials'do not profes* 
to expect that the evacuation of Man- 
churia will he effected on the exact 
date mentioned.

going on to meet aoy eventuality. Th» 
fleet and the army are both without 
question in readiness, and large sup- 
plies for both the army and navy ha?* * 
been accumulated The arsenals hav* 
been quietly at work for a long tim» 
past, and the defenses have been mi- 
nutely Inspected.

Popular feeling In Japan is exasper- 


ated at Russia's dilatory tactics, and 
the excitement has been aggravated 
by the sensational press, which Is con- 
stantly circulating rumors of fresh: 
Russian aggressions. Many of these 
are of the most circumstantial char* -• 
acter and are calculated to inflame 
public opinion. The officials depre- 
cate these reports, which. It Is be- 
lieved in some quarters, emanate from 
Russian sources, with the object of 
forcing Japan's hand.

To the Taxpayers of Ohio: 


Over 13,000,000 saved to the general

This reduction is upon the real and 


personal taxes of every citizen in the 
state by reason of the reduction in 
the rate for taxation purposes from 
2 mills and i9 hundredths on the dol- 
lar of assessed value to 1 mill and 35 
hundredths on the dollar. 
This re- 


duction is the direct result and is oniy 
made possible by reason of the laws 
for excise taxation upon corporations 
enacted by the Republicans. For some 
years past the Republican legislatures 
have been framing excise taxation 
laws which afforded considerable re- 
lief to the taxpayers of the state, and 
these having stood the test in the 
courts, tbo 75th general assembly, un- 
der the leadership of Governor Nash 
and his administration, proceeded with 
more comprehensive enactments along 
the same lines The chief measures of 
this kind were the Cole _law, which 
provides for an excise tax of 1 per 
cent of their gross receipts in Ohio 
of all public service corporations, both 
local and 
general; the Willis luw, 


which provides for an annual payment 
of one-tenth of one per cent upon the 
issued and outstanding stock of all do- 
mestic corporations, and of that pro- 
portion of the capital stock of for- 
eign corporations which Is used in 
Ohio; and the Johnston law, taxing 
outside insurance companies 2% per 
cent upon their gross receipts in Ohio. 


As the direct result of this legisla- 


tion there has been a reduction of 
taxes upon every dollar of real and 
personal property returned by the peo- 
ple of the state at large. The smallest 
sum saved for any single county la 
$5,859.28, in Vinton county, where the 
entire tax duplicate Is only $3,480,054; 
the largest amount saved in any single 
county is $388.394.69, in

of Kentucky, and our 200-mile horse- 
back trip through that State and Vir- 
ginia and Tennessee, has planted the 
seed which will mean much to the 
mountaineers and to our army in the 
future." declared Colonel R. E. Holz 
yesterday after his return from the 
the Salvation Army invasion of the 
"Bad 
Lands," says the Cleveland 
Leader. 


"We will at once begin the organi- 


zation of local army corps in Jackson 
and Pikeville, in the Kentucky feud 
district, and we are even now choos- 
ing officers to do the work," he con- 
tinued. "Many men who have come 
to us from the mountains have volun- 
teered to lead the army 
among 


their people and we are only waiting 
to select leaders from tne many be- 
fore beginning the work. We have a 
grand opportunity, and we will do 
much toward clearing the ajtmosphere 
of Kentucky of its present 
pall of 


feudism." 


Colonel Holz. provincial 
offie 
of 


Ohio and the south. Major William 
Hunter superintendent of the social re- 
lief department, 
and 
Staff 
Captain 


Clarence Boyd, junior secretary, ar- 
rived in Cleveland Thursday night af- 
ter a trip through flie mountains, oc- 
cupying over two weeks aiy during 
which the party of ten officers, made 
up from 
Cleveland, Cincinnati and 


Pittsbur, traveled over 200 miles on 
horseback and talked to over 
15.000 


mountaineers. Everywhere the little 
band appeared, crowds greeted the of- 
ficers, coming, in many instances, 
from as far as fifteen miles 
away 


from the towns to get a glimpse of 
the fearless invaders, and standing 
with bared heads while prayer was 
offered. 
The 
enthusiasm, 
Colonel 


Holz declared, was wonderful, and fif- 
ty-five 
conversions 
were 
professed 


during the trip. 


"Everywhere we Went," said 
the 


colonel, "we were treated with the ut- 
most respect—far better than we are 
treated in the streets of Cleveland. 
When we prayed, 
the big. rough 


mountaineers bared their heads, and 
in several instances, knelt 
in 
the 


dust. At one meeting, I counted over 
200 of the natives of the wild Ken- 
tucky mountains kneeling while pray- 
er was uttered. We received over 250 
requests for prayer and many of the 
mountaineers wanted to join our army. 
We will organize *or their benefit as 
speedily as possible." 


"We had a weird beginning at 


Jackson." reminisciently remarked the 
colonel. "We entered the town and 


compelled to leave the court houses 
on numerous occasions because of the 
crowds and to hold our meetings in 
the open air. We gave the people a 
little instrumental music, either 
by 


the brass quartet or the string quar- 
eae. a prayer, a little vocal music, a 
Bible lesson, a hymn and after a twen- 
ty minutes' address more music and 
then short talks, winding up again 
with music. The meetings lasted an 
hour and a half and throughout we 
had the very best of attention. 


"From Jackson we went through 


the mountains to Virginia, jus! touch- 
ing that state, and then down to 
Bristol. Tenn. Here we abandoned 
the horses and went to Knoxville by 
rail, returning by way of Cincinnati". 


"It was hard for the natives of the 


mountains to believe we were not sol- 
diers instead 
of Christian workers, 


and many laughable incidents occurred 
as a result of the almost universal 
ignorance of tfie existence of the Sal- 
vation Army. We stopped to get a 
drink one day. and the old lady who 
lived in the log cabin near the well 
asked who we were. One of the offi- 
cers told her we were members of the 
Salvation Army. She was dazed, and 
to help her out of her condition he 
explained that I was a preacher of 
the gospel. She looked at me and 
laughed. 'That's a good joke." she 
said. At one place where we in- 
quired our way to the next town the 
peoole. thinking we were 
soldiers, 


asked what was the trouble. 


"The trip had its many features of 


interest, but the most important was 
the opening of our eyes to the op- 
portunity for us to work among the 
mountaineers and the opening of that 
district to us. The people, 
though 


rough, are of a religious nature, and 
can be reached by our army as none 
of theadvocates of pettv sefarianism 
can reach them. We will do a good 
work there and will begin doing it 
soon."

condition that seemed to prevail. A 
pall seemed to be hanging over the 
town. No one laughed. But few peo- 
ple were on the streets, and when we 
entered the business places to talk 
to the men in an effort to learn the 
exact situation, they were extremely 
reluctant to discuss the feud. Every- 
one feared to say anything. It was 
not long after the slaying of Marcum 
and the other feud victims, and no 
one was certain of being alive an 
hour later. 


"We went ahead with our meetings 


and stayed in the town, which is the 
county seat of Breathitt county, the 
feud center, two days, end the p'eople, 
at first reluctant to attend our meet- 
ings, crowded around us before we 
left. Judge Redwine. of the circuit 
court, told me that he thought we had 
done a great deal of good at Jackson. 
He said that the people Had been 
afraid to go to church even before 
our arrival, but that our open 
air 


meetings gave every man a chance 
to worship from his 'own side of the 
road.' as the judge called it, and let 
the people mix together a liltle more 
freely. 


"At Jackson we took ten horses and 


a mule team and started on one of the 
strangest trips ever made by any body 
of Christian workers. Up through the 
mountains we rode, holding meetings! 
in every little settlement and in the 
evenings in the county seats. We sent 
an officer ahead of us several days to 
let the people know we were coming 
and at the evening meetings we were

Ryan gave his testi- 
mony as to the alleged attempt to get 
him to pay over money In considera- 
tion of the postofflce department tak- 
ing a favorable view of the enterprise 
in which he was Interested. 


While testifying to the Jury he re- 


lated the negotiations he claimed to 
have carried on with Miller and Johns ! 
In this city, and said he paid over a 
sum of money to the officials and re- 
ceived a promise of protection. Other 
witnesses for the government were 
Inspectors who worked on the case 
previous to the arrest of Miller and 
Johns.

A motion unprecedented in the lo- 
il courts was filed in probate court, 


this morning. It is a motion by a di 
vorced wife to set aside the divorce 
granted to her husband, who is now 
dead. It may seem a little strange 
that a woman should be anxious to 
have a divorce decree annulled when 
her husband is no longer living but it 
so happens that a twenty dollar pen- 
sion is involved and two women are 
striving to receive the widow's allow- 
ance and the question is-which one 
is the widow. 


How Divorce Was Granted 


The situation is this. Two .years 


ago, October 15, 1901, Wilson Stan- 
ley was granted a divorce by Probate 
Judge Roche from Sarah Jane Stan- 
ley. At that time Mrs. Stanley did 
not contest the case. She filed neither 
answer nor demurrer and as is usual 
the divorce was granted. 


Soon afterwards Mr. 
Stanley lo- 


cated at Little Rock, Arkansas. Here 
he became infatuated 
with another 


woman and led her to the marriage 
altar. He died recently. At the lime 
of his death he was drawing twenty 
dollars per month from the govern- 
ment, having served as captain of 
Company K, 32nd, 0. V. I. in the 
civil' war. 


Then Mrs. Stanley number one de- 


cided that the 
divorce proceedings 


were illegal for the following reasons: 


First, she claims s'.te was 
sixty- 


eight years old when the 
divorce 


was granted and had no knowledge 
of her rights and was unable to at- 
tend court. 


Secondly, she claims the allegation 


of wilful "absence made by him was 
untrue. 


Her third reason is that, her hus- 


band was not a legal resident of this 
state at the time the divorce petition 
was filed. If she can establish these 
claims the decree will be set aside 
and she will step in as Mr. Stan- 
ev's widow.
